WAYCROSS, Ga., July 29.—(Spe- 
cial:)—Prices paid today for tobacco 
on the Georgia markets were described 
before the Tans Club of this city as 
“deplorable and below the cost of 
production,” and the facts should be 
given to the public, according to ac- 
tion of the civic body. 

“Those of us who have visited to- 
bacco warehouses, not only in Way- 
cross but in other market cities to- 
day, know that prices are far below 
what they should be, and yet we will 
read in newspapers tomorrow morn- 
ing that prices are good, judging from 
our experience of last year,” declar 
M. M. Monroe, prominent business- 
man of this city. 

The Lions went on record as hearti- 
ly approving the plan adopted by the 
Macon Daily Telegraph in refusing to 
earry unofficial daily reports from 
south Georgia markets, on the grounds 
that the reports are padded and in- 
accurate, and urged other newspapers 
of the territory to fall in line with 
the precedent set by the Telegraph.

tobacco specialist of the State College 
of Agriculture, Tuesday issued a state- 
ment to the farmers of the south 
Georgia tobacco belt. 

There was less than 1,000,000 
pounds of tobacco on the floors of the 
three large warehouses here when the 
. market opened today. The price aver- 
age was 8 cents per pound, the lowest 
since 1921. 

This condition, Mr. Westbrook said, 
prompted him to issue this statement: 

“The opening tobacco markets to- 
day were most disappointing to the 
Georgia farmers. Opening prices were 
much below the cost of production. 
Bitter protests indicate some action 
will be taken if prices do not im- 
prove soon. 

“Indignation meetings may be held 
to protest the low prices. I advise 
farmers not to rush their tobacco on 
the market. I suggest they hold it 
back a few days and take especial 
care to keep the tobacco dry.”

Hewlett Scores Beall. 


Attorney Sam D. Hewlet, for the 
defense, urged the jury “not to send 
this man to the penitentiary on the 
testimony of a man like Beall, who 
violated his oath as a grand juror 
many times.” Hewlett declared that 
he has been at the bar for 30 years, 
and “this is the weakest case I have 
ever seen against a man.” He pointed 
out that “Taylor is charged with of- 
fering to give Beall $100 more than 
Jacobs swears he paid Taylor.” 

“Wasn't it strange?’ Hewlett asked. 
“That would mak¢@ Taylor be a mighty 
generous human being.” 

Hewlett contended that Taylor did 
not offer a bribe, but merely said he 
was authorized to pay the money. He 
claimed that Beall failed to do his 
duty as a sheriff by forgetting the 
matter until the 1930 “fuss” with 
Taylor, and declared that the matter 
was one of revenge. 

The prosecution was charged by” 
Hewlett with such.a “mad desire to 
railroad this man to the penitentiary 
that. they don’t care what happens.” 

Special] Prosecutor William Schley 
Howard reviewed the evidence in the 
case, and pointed out that “Taylor 
never brought Claude Ashley, or the 
police committee, or council members 
down here to refute Jesse Armistead’s 
statements.” 


Howard said that the transaction 
involving $300 to Taylor and $400 
to be paid by Taylor was easily ex- 
plained. “Beall was a new council- 
man, and this happened three months 
after he entered council,” Howard 
said. ‘“‘There you have scheme, mo- 
tive, act and system. Taylor could 
have got an additional $100 from Ja- 
cobs, and would have had Beall in 
hi clutches. The same system was 
worked on Cecil Allen.” 

Howard contended that fhere is no 
obligation on a grand juror to pre- 
sent anything that happened befvre 
his term of service, unless he wants 
to do so as a citizen. “Beall regrets 
this thing ... he is not a willing wit- 
ness even today,” Howard said. “He 
has told the truth.”

inal duty of qe perly dressing social 
and official Washington for dinner 
and then seating them by rank at the 
table, the state department’s youngest 
subdivision has become a recognized 
part of America’s diplomatic service. 

First known as the office of cere- 
monies and later the division of pro- 
tocol, the division of the international 
conferences and protocol has grown 
from a one-man bureau to one of the 
most important divisions of the state’ 
department. 

epartment officials estimate that 
abont once every decade, the nations 
|of. the world acquire a “conference 
reomplex, * and while so engaged, invi- 
tations are issued for international 
meetings covering every subject from 
the proper height of dams to goat 
breeding. When first established, the 
division became the clearing house for 
every social function of Washington's 
winter season. It then became the ‘so- 
cial arbiter of what the well-dressed 
man and woman should wear and 
where each should be placed in order 
that other guests might not be of- 
fended. 

Secretary Stimson, however, calked 
a halt to the social arbitration duties 
and in its place the division assumed 
the task of handling invitations sent 
the American government for interna- 
tional parleys. 

Since January 1, more than 100 
such invitations have been received, 
Of these 64 have been officially ac- 
cepted and representatives designated 
for the United States. 

In many cases: diligent search is 
made for a private citizen of suffi- 
cient wealth ‘and interest in the sub- 
ject to pay his or her own way to the 
conference. Representation at such

In Parley Proposal 


LONDON, July 29.—(4)—Lord Ir- 
win, viceroy of India, and the Indian 
government are having difficulty in 
choosing delegates for the round- table 
conference in London this fall. 

The reason, says the Daily Herald 
in a dispatch from Simla, is that while 
Hindu delegates are chosen with ease 
it is another story with the Moslems.

It is worth while to extract from 
the news report of the Fulton coun- 
ty superior court a statement by 
the presiding judge, R. Earl Camp. 

Describing himself.as ‘a razor- 
backed Georgian” and _ insistent 
“upon full, justice being done to 
members of both races represented 
in the citizenship of the state,” 
Judge Camp added this true and 
pungent statement— 

“It is only the lowest type of our 
citizenship that causes racial difficul- 
ties, and we are determined that this 
class of citizens shall not disturb the 
orderly processes of our courts. 

Nothing truer and more timely 
has begn said from the bench of 
Georgia. 

It epitomizes the sentiment of the 
vast majority of the good citizens 
of the state and Judge Camp de- 
serves the fullest praise for his 
courage and readiness to express 
that sentiment with acute judicial 
accent. 

The Wesleyan Christian Advocate, 
journalistic spokesman of the great 
Methodist church, say$ along the 
same line, in its current issue: 

Justice is color-blind—or it is no 
longer justice. If race is to intrude 
itself into the courthouse, the civiliza- 
tion which tolerates it has pronounced 
scathing judgment upon itself. It can 
no longer stand unblushing where true 
men stand—not to blush is to accen- 
tuate its black degradation; is to be 
brazenly guilty and unashamed.

of elemental righteousness. Justice,

Public sentiment, girded and aggres- 
sive, blazing and blistering, damns to 
the deepest hell,of public scorn and 
ostracism every Yfort to nurture race 
antagonism—every effort, whether of 
an individual, an organization, a po- 
litical party c. candidate, or a religi- 
ous sect (if such a misnomer can be 
imagined). 

All good citizens want justice dis- 
pensed in Georgia without prejudice 


on account of race, color or creed,

Doctors. 


The exploration of some Celtic 
graves found at Singen in Switzer- 
land, has furnished indications that 
the Helvetii, who inhabited the region 
north of the Alps in the time of 
Julius Caesar, must have had some 
knowledge of anatomy. Only one of 
the 23 skeletons exhumed was lying 
with its bones intact and in proper 
arrangement, whilst-all the rest were 
“disturbed” in one way or the other. 
In two cases the front part of the 
ribs were cut away, so as to permit 
access to the inner organs of the 
chest. The bones of a child's 
were found neatly separated from 
each other. Two other children’s 
skulls show the marks of an operation 
performed at the temples. Again there 
are bones with numbers of cuts ap- 
plied by knives or other sharp instru- 
ments, and others have been found 
broken, always in the same technically 
skillful way.

Georgia's Gesture at Prohibition. 
,Georgia prohibitionists have always 
proudly referred to that pioneer ges- 
ture of their parent colony to promote 
the sobriety of its inhabitants. 

Chairman Wickersham said _ that 
Governor Oglethorpe “issued an edict 
prohibiting the importation of -liquor 
into the colony of Georgia.” But the 
fact is that the Georgia “rum act” of 
1733 was not an edict of the gov- 
ernor. It was a Simon-pure prohibi- 
tion law passed in the English parlia- 
ment and signed by King George II, 
after whom the colony took its title. 

Oglethorpe favored the law, but soon 
found that he could not enforce it. 
Thereupon he got John Wesley, the 
great evangelist and father of Meth- 
odism, to come over and back the 
law with moral suasion, but Wesley 
gave up the job after a year and a 
half. ‘The colonists set up their kitch- 
en stills, bootleggers did a _ thriving 
business, rum-runners .from South 
Carolina and smugglers from Spanish 
Florida invaded the colony, and prohi- 
bition then in Georgia was as it is 
now.

Crime and Corruption Rioted. 

There followed an orgy of crime and 
corruption due to the illicit liquor 
trade, and after 10 years of vain en- 
deavors at prohibition the law came 
to an end. Parliament was prevailed 
upon by the conditions in the colony 
to pass a new law “for the regulation

Leading Valdostan Laid to 
Rest in City of His 
‘Adoption.

VALDOSTA, Ga., July 29.—With 
sorrow-filled hearts and bewed heads 
Valdosta late Tuesday afternooh paid 
tribute to Charles C. Brantley, editor 
of the Valdosta Times, whose death 
occurred in Macon yesterday morning. 

During the afternoon. the casket lay 
in state in the corridor of the Lowndes 
county courthouse, while the flag on 
the dome of the building was flown 
at half mast in honor of the distin- 
guished editor and Valdostan, who 
after 83 years of brilliant newspaper 
work passed into the Great Beyond, 
leaving behind him a life of achieve- 
ment for both Valdosta, his adopted 
city, and the state of Georgia. 

No death in this eity in its history 
brought deeper sorrow into so many 
hearts, a fact attested by the assem- 
blage which overran the large audi- 
torium of ‘the First Methodist ¢hurch 
where the funeral services were con- 
ducted by Rev. J. P. Dell, pastor of 
the chureh, and the abundance of 
floral offermgs which banked the ros- 
trum and chancel rail and covered the 
casket. These offerings came from 
not only those who loved him in Val- 
dosta, but from all parts of the state. 

In the brief services the minister 
paid an eloquent tribute to the bril- 
liant contribution Editor Brantley 
made to his native state as an editor 
aresl the loss which is so keenly felt 
throughout the entire state. The rec- 
ord of achievement left behind him, 
declared the minister, of which Geor- 
gia may well be proud, marks Mr. 
Brantley as one of Georgia’s most 
distinguished men of the past 40 years. 

At the conclusion of the services in 
the church the casket was followed 
to Sunset Hall cemetery by one of 
the longest funeral corteges Valdosta 
has ever seen, the great throng stand- 
ing with bowed heads and _ grief- 
stricken hearts as the brief commit- 
ment exercises consigned all that was 
mortal of Valdosta’s beloved first citi- 
zen to mother earth.

COURSE IN’ MARKETING 
IS OPENED AT ATHENS

A special course in the marketing of 
farm products began Monday in the 
University of Georgia summer school

SCITUATE, Mass., Jety 29.—(/)— 
A diver today had found that the oil 
tanker Pinthis, sunk with the loss of 
49 lives by the steamer Fairfax, \.as 
traveling at half speed at the time of 
the collision. 

The wreck was located yesterday by 
Hubert Grove, diver employed by an 
insurance company, lying on its port 
side in 96 feet of water. The tanker, 
laden with gasoline, had not exploded, 
he said, and had been nearly cut in 
two between the pilot house and the 
port bow. 

He reported that the speed indica- 
tor was set at “half speed” and that 
all the windows had been broken and 
the foremast had been split. 

The bodies of two of the crew were 
seen, one entangled in a lifeline and 
the other near the pilot house.

“The inclusion of a determination of 
the amount of unemployment in the 
census taken April 1 gives us for the 
first time an accurate base on which 
to formulate plans and a knowledge 
of the whole problent, which we have 
'never hitherto possessed. | 
| “But if we were to attempt such 
‘Ap absolutely accurate determination 
vi empleyment once every three 
months it would require ‘a house-to- 
house canvass of the entire nation and 
-would be practically the equivalent 
of the census and might cost us $10,- 
000,000 or $15,000,000 per annum. 

“On the other hand it has been 
long revognized that the present de- 
partment of labor statistics are inade- 
quate, the cost of which is about $150 - 
000 per annum. In order to secure

cost, we must find a new basis for re- 


Attorney-General Mitchell, his pro- 
hibition legal assistant, Aaron G. 
Youngquist, and Prohibition Director 
Amos W. W. Woodcock, were under- 
stood to have placed before. Mr. Hoo- 
ver their plans for the conference 
which starts here tomorrow with the 
12 district administrators.and 12 spe- 
cial agents.

A fonnd of the best banking circles 
in Wall Street today disclosed the be- 
lief that our new tariff will retard 
recovery of our general trade and will 
also prevent our going as far as we 
might otherwise have done in world 
trade after worldwide depression in 
general trade ends. 
is that in the end something will he 
done to readjust downward our high 
tariff wall having a harmful influence 
on our world trade. 

However, it was pointed out by in- 
ternational bankers here that the re- 
sults of the Canadian election are 
what might have been expected in 
times of worldwide trade depression ; 
that Canadian farmers and business- 
men like our own are looking for 
heads to hit. The best bankers and 
businessmen here feel that in the long 
run business has a way of circumvent- 
ing difficulties. 

Businessmen in general in this coun- 
try, it was pointed out here today, 
are not blind to the existing keen 
world rivalry in general. trade, espe- 
cially where this country is concerned. 
Our businessmen, it was pointed out,

A 
couple of weeks ago France. which
